It was n ot frien d ship, or a common political philos­ 
ophy which brought an allian ce between the can d i­ 
d ates opposin g Herbert Hoover for tJie republican 
presid en tial n omin ation .

quired majority of votes n ecessary for the n om in a­ 
tion but he possesses what Is more vital tlian mere 
d elegate stren gth. 
It is the growin g belief amon g 
lead ers of the party th a t Hoover should be n om in at­ 
ed . 
The d etail of lin in g up the d elegates will n atur­ 
ally follow with the lead ers .safely In the fold . 
Possibly Hoover's oppon en ts have given him too 
lon g a lead . 
There has beert a ten d en cy amohg cer­ 
tain faction s of the republican party to min imize 
Hoover’s stren gth. It may have been a case of whist­ 
lin g to keep on e's courage up but the fact remain s 
th a t the most 
popular 
method of 
attack 
again st 
Hoover has been to pooh hoo his chan ces of n om in a­ 
tion . 
The mere fact th at all the other can d id ates, either 
avowed or poten tial, have seen fit to ally themselves 
in fightin g him. is the best proof that the secretary 
of commerce looms up as a likely win n er. 
The fa­ 
vorite ^on s would n ot be wastin g their efforts un less 
Hoover’s n om in ation wa.s im m in en t. For the time 
bein g, then , they have d ropped their own can ifMign s 
to join in a common fight again st the Californ ian 
There Is .safety in this, for with Hoover out of the way 
there will be plen ty of time left to settle the In d i­ 
vid ual claims of each 
man . 
T hat is the 
strategy 
which will be attem pted on the early ballots at K an ­ 
sas City. 
In 1 9 2 0 Wood artd John son were perm itted 
to kill each other off, an d then the H ard in g group 
stepped in an d grabbed Uie plum.

Hoover, the republican party is con fron ted with its 
greatest d an ger. 
A spirit of In surgen cy, in spired by section al in ter­ 
ests. an d by the In cid en ts which tran spired d urin g 
the Hard in g ad m in istration , is in n o mood to accept 
an other "back room" n om in ation pattern ed alon g the 
lin es of the Chicago con ven tion in 1920. 
W ith Uie 
probability of A1 Sm ith’s n om in ation growin g, a re­ 
petition of the Daugherty stroke of 1920 would just 
about wTeck the gran d old party. The lead ers in the 
ad m in istration recogn ize this fact, an d the members 
of the republican n ation al committee privately ad m it

They are d oin g everythin g they can to avoid such 
a situation an d yet there is n o assuran ce th a t the pit­ 
fall has been sid e-stepped .

d eclin ation to be a can d id ate, Calvin Coolid ge put his 
party in ,a hole, an d it has n ot been able to pull out.

Like man .v id eas con ceived an d promoted by gov­ 
ern m en tal theorists the "get-out-the-vote" movemen t 
which had an exten sive run several years ago an d 
d rew support from n um erous in d ivid uals an d organ ­ 
ization s over the coun try seems to have been largely 
aban d on ed . 
At least, n ot much is bein g heard of it 
Just n ow. an d this is the year when the most im port­ 
an t election s are to be held . 
W hat has happen ed to d am pen the ard or of those 
who were recen tly agitatin g to in crease the n um ber 
oi person s castin g ballots? 
Could It have been the 
revelation s regard in g the use of huge sums of mon ey 
an d ballot box fraud s, as exemplified In the sen atorial 
prim aries an d election s of Illin ois an d Pen n sylvan ia, 
by m achin e organ ization s th a t were most ad ept in 
the busin ess of "gettin g out the vote”? 
Have the 
con d ition s thus laid bare con vin ced them th a t the 
quality of tiv* votin g, rather than the quan tity, is 
w hat vitally affects the cause of good govern men t? 
Perhaps they have observed th a t the very same 
electorate is subject to political whims an d shifts of 
opin ion which make it d ifficult to an ticipate w hat the 
verd ict registered a t the polls may be. An example of 
thl.s is the en thusiastic way in which Chicago voters 
piled up a trem en d ous m ajority a year ago for “Big 
Bill" 
Tliompson 
in 
his 
clown ish 
cam paign 
for 
“America first," con trasted with their em phatic re­ 
pud iation of him an d his allies by an even greater 
margin in the April prim aries this year. 
Of course, 
when public sen tim en t is subject to such extrem e 
variation within a short time it is Impossible to coun t 
upon the voters makin g an in telligen t mass choice 
of their govern m en tal officers. 
To brin g the m atter home more con cretely here 
In Nebraska, it n eed on ly be m en tion ed th a t a self­ 
n om in ated can d id ate for govern or gen erally looked 
upon as a political "freak,’’ secured 25,000 votes in the 
late republican primary, merely through the fact th a t 
his n am e has been on the ballot man y tim es in re­ 
cen t years an d voters have thus become fam iliar‘with 
it. though n ot with the m an himself. 
Obviously, such a con d ition as this would n ot be 
helped by in d ucin g more person s to go to the polls 
an d cast their ballots. As the ad d ition al voters w’ould 
have to be recruited from the ran ks of those who d o 
n ot take en ough in terest in public affairs to vote of 
their own volition , an d would n ot possess sufficien t 
In form ation con cern in g men an d measures to m ark 
their tickets 
comprehen d ln gly, 
their 
participation 
would simply In crease the ratio of ign oran ce an d 
ren d er the success of d eservin g can d id ates less likely 
than before. 
Prof. W illiam B. M un ro of H arvard con tributes a 
very sen sible suggestion in his statem en t Uiat "the 
best way to brin g out the vote is to brin g out the is­ 
sues.” W hen there Is a well d efin ed question of pub­ 
lic policy at stake an d a d efin ite align m en t between 
parties or can d id ates on th a t question , the v-oters who 
un d erstan d an d are 
In terested in it 
will 
turn out 
w ithout prod d in g from the In telligen tsia, 
"People d o n ot become good citizen s by goin g to the 
polls.” Dr. M un ro truly says. “They go to the polls be­ 
cause they are good citizen s. 'Tliey go when an d be­ 
cause they are in terested . 
They stay away because 
they have n o In terest, or too little in terest. In the 
issues or the can d id ates,” 
Reformers who w an t a greater n um ber of citizen s 
to vote at election s could accomplish th a t object in ­ 
d irectly by in sistin g th a t political parties an d their 
n omin ees meet the issues squarely, in stead of per­ 
m ittin g them to sid estep by m ean s of the sort of flub­ 
d ub usually foun d in party platform s an d campaign 
speeches. 
In other word s, give the voters a chan ce to express 
themselves on question s which really m ean somethin g 
an d you won ’t have to worry about their turn in g out 
on election d ay.
